1954  --  i.e.  one-half  hour  before  sunrise  to  sunset « 

BAG  LIMIT:  Three  (3)  cock  pheasants® 

POSSESSION  LIMIT:  Three  (3)  cock  pheasants® 

HUNGARIAN  PARTRIDGE  SEASON 

OPEN  AREA:  State  wide  except  for  State  and  Federal  Game  Preserves*  areas  closed  for 
the  propagation  of  game  birds*  and  the  property  operated  by  Howard  Light 
south  of  Pablo  Reservoir  in  Lake  County® 

OPEN  SEASON  AND  SHOOTING  HOURS:  From  12:00  noon  to  sunset  on  November  7  and  conforming 
with  migratory  waterfowl  hunting  hours  from  November  8  through  November  21* 

1954  —  i.e®  one-half  hour  before  sunrise  to  sunset® 

BAG  LIMIT:  Three  (3)  Hungarian  partridges® 

POSSESSION  LIMIT:  Three  (3)  Hungarian  partridges® 


NOTE:  Ringneck  pheasants  and  Hungarian  partridges  shall  be  taken  only  with  a  shot¬ 

gun  fired  from  the  shoulder;  the  shotgun  shall  be  not  larger  than  10-gauge 
and  capable  of  holding  not  more  than  three  shells  in  the  magazine  and  barrel 
at  one  time®  Destroying  evidence  of  sex  of  ringneck  pheasants  is  prohibited; 
while  in  transit  the  head  and  feet  of  ringneck  pheasants  must  remain  attached® 
No  open  season  on  chukar  partridge  —  hunters  are  cautioned  to  watch  for  these 
birds  which  can  be  mistaken  for  Hungarian  partridge® 

Taking  of  or  shooting  at  game  birds  on  or  from  County,  State  or  Federal  high¬ 
ways  is  prohibited  in  the  area  between  the  permanent  fences  or  if  unfenced* 
then  within  an  area  forty  (40)  feet  from  the  centerline  of  said  highway® 

The  ringneck  pheasant  and  Hungarian  partridge  season  and  above  orders  of  the 
Commission  were  adopted  on  September  20*  1954.
